Town Meeting: Part II 


Deciding Annual Municipal 


Destiny Is A Slow Process 


With 861 voters on hand Monday night, Andover’s annual town meeting ground out a 
dozen articles and set up a municipal budget totalling $13,695,977, including a school 
budget of over $7,000,000, following considerable debate. 

The annual session has now extended over two nights and taken action on 15 articles of. 
a 54-article agenda. The meeting will reconvene next Monday at 7:30 p.m. at Memorial 
Auditorium of East Junior High school. A special item will be considered within the annual 
session, dealing with utility extension for a new firm in the Lowell Junction Industrial area. 

Still to be acted upon are a request for planning funds for the renovation of the Doherty 
and Shawsheen schools, zoning issues, and advisory items on salt usage and low income 


housing.

Superintendent Requisites Change 


Physical stamina, a soundnerve 
system and a high tolerance for 
conflict that will exist in any com- 
munity are viewed as the prere- 
quisites for ascending to and reten- 
tion of the position of superinten- 
dent of schools. 

Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert, who is 
up for tenure consideration this 
year sees these requirements as 
necessities for the lofty education 
administrative post whichnow car- 
ries as much security as an ice 
cube in a sauna bath, 

Dr. Fritz Lindquist of Lawrence 
is among the latest in a growing 
list of released superintendents, 
Among others are administrators 
in Lowell. Georgetown, Haverhill, 


Brockton, Cambridge, etc. 

Dr, Seifert does not appear to 
be in any precarious position in 
Andover as the tenure question ap- 
proaches, but he is actually aware 
of the increasing national norm. 

From an educator’s standpoint, 
Seifert sees the problem revolving 
around attempting to blend what 
communities want in education and 
what the professional educators 
know a school system should be. 

In many instances the message 
from the community is not clear 
and. the educational role gradually 
turns into a political role. 

Superintendents are facing pro- 
blems of the communication and 
generation gaps, adults feeling that 


the education process they went 
through being satisfactory for the 
youngsters of the 70’s, while the 
youngsters look for and need the 
more modern approach,

Teachers Redeemed 


Following about an hour and a 
half of debate onthe relative merits 
of teacher salaries and negotiation 
of same, voters at Monday night’s 
session of town meeting approved 
a tota! public school budget of 
$7,081,101. 

Despite a detailed outline of the 
public education program and its 
individual monetary significance, 
the voters concerned themselves 


-only with $250,000 of the teacher 


salary account. : 

The subject may never have been 
broached, had not Dr. Albert J. 
Greenberg, Finance Committee 
chairman questioned the negotia- 
tions expressing a feeling that the 
teachers have no consideration for 
the town. 


School Committeeman Frank 
Hill had explained the overall 
budget request to the voters and 
had shown budgetary requests via 
slides, when Dr. Greenberg moved 
that the salary account be reduced 
by $250,000. 

Dr. Greenberg commented that 
the school department is currently 
negotiating a new contract withthe 
teachers, He said that approval of 
the $250,000 this year would build 
in $500,000 in next year’s budget. 

The FinCom chairman contended 
the town had a right to cut the salary 
budget. In noting his feeling that 
teachers have no consideration for 
the town, he said they are con-

He Came 


With preparation and material 
enough to satisfy a congressional 
inquiry, Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade took the stage 
at town meeting Monday night, 
explained at length a couple of 
thousand dollars for Andover re- 
gional sanitary district participa- 
tion and walked off with $432,265 
for his department with relative 
ease. 

McQuade was questioned by 
Finance Committee Chairman Dr. 
Albert J. Greenberg about the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District budget of $2,971.25 in 
what was probably a prelude, or 
introduction to the multi-million 
dollar cost facing the area com- 
munities in the next few years. 

But the DPW director received

a $271,265 water department bud- 
get and $62,000 for Chapter 90 
work and ran _ into only token 
difficulty in obtaining $100,000 for 
installation of storm drains in 
various sections of town. 

The participation in the sani- 
tary district, McQuade explained, 
is the compulsory relief of pollu- 
tion in the Merrimack river, the 
cost of which is to be shared by 
North Andover, Lawrence and 
Methuen in a regional plant. 

When Dr. Greenberg asked what 
the $2,971 appropriation was for 
McQuade indicated he felt the over- 
all explanation was what was de- 
sired, thus told of Andover’s share 
in the cost of construction of the

An Appeal For Time 


An appeal for more time toade- 
quately study a rezoning proposal 
which would have allowed expan- 
sion of a veterinary hospital on 
Lowell street, which was described 
as zoning for an individual rather 
than the majority, led to defeat of 
the matter when it failed to get a 
two-thirds vote of approval at 
Monday night’s town meeting. 

Dr. Richard D, Lindsay, who 
has been turned down by the board 
of appeals on a request for ex- 
pansion of his Lowell street facili- 
ties, had requested the zoning 
change which had the approval of 
the planning board. 

Arthur Peatman, 46 Cutler Road, 
an abutter of the proposed veteri- 
nary hospital told the voters he felt 
approval would be a derogation of 
good zoning practice since it does 
not consider the health and safety 
of all the people. 


Peatman also commented on the 
inclusion of the specific zoning 
proposal in a single residence P 
area, the sideline requirements 
and stated he felt more safeguards 
were needed. 

He asked the article be with- 
drawn until the planning board 
could adequately plan for such a 
facility. 

Dr. Lindsay explained that due 
to the increased volume of his 
practice he needed the additional 
facilities. 

He noted that building would oc- 
cupy only ten per cent of the ten 
acre lot tobe rezoned for an animal 
hospital. 

The veterinarian explained there 
are no other areas in town where 
he could locate his practice. He can 
not place it in commercial or in-

The MDA offers 
the following tips for prolonging the 
life of the Easter Lily: 


Water regularly and moderately 
-- don’t allow the soil to dry out; 
feed every two weeks with a regu- 
lar house plant fertilizer; as 
new flowers open, carefully 
remove the yellow stamens -- 
this makes the individual bloom 
last longer; keep in a cool room 
at night if possible. Replant out- 
doors by removing the entire soil 
ball from the pot and planting in 
a hole slightly larger than the ball; 
setting at the same _ depth 
as originally in the pot.

Core them, add water, sugar and 
cinnamon -- add a spoonful of 
orange marmalade -- and bake 
for a wonderful dessert. 

Native egg prices remain 
quite low, although they will edge 
up a penny or two as Easter 
approaches. Stock up on eggs for 
the kids to color. Hard boil them, 
and use only certified food colors. 
After the holiday, use them for 
snacks, sandwiches and salads.

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A Student Faculty Court — 


By Susan E. Beroz 


Back in the autumn of this year, 
the Administration proposed an 
{dea for a Student-Faculty court. 
The suggestion was seriously con- 
sidered and a volunteer committee 
of students and 2 teachers was set 
up. One major difficulty that 
hindered progress right from the 
beginning was that this idea is 
extremely new and no informa- 
tion could be found pertaining to 
this topic. When a start was es- 
tablished, it was noticed that there 
was quite a/ diverse range of 
opinions. Finally last week, an 
agreement was reached, Friday, 
March 24, the proposed plan for the 
Student-Faculty court was sent to 


the Senate (Student government) of 
AHS and explained by the com- 
mittee’s chairman, C arnel Cooper. 
It was passed within a large 
margin. 

There will be eleven voting 
members on the bench - nine stu- 
dents and two teachers. A third 
teacher will rotate among the other 
two at an undecided interval. An 
administrator will be present at 
all hearings, however he will have 
no vote. The court will be in ses- 
sion during school time, yet ex- 
ceptions will be made if neces- 


sary. 

Since the court can not becalled 
into session everyday, a screening 
committee will be chosen among 
the student judges. Therefore, the 
appeals can be judged within a 
short period of time and the appli- 
cant will know if this case will be 
heard in front of the court. If the 
appeal is not accepted, a note will 
be sent back to the student ex- 
plaining why and the other alter- 
nate routes that he can follow. 

What cases would be heard? 
Cases in which the student acted 
in some improper way, but the 
violation was not mentioned in the 
‘school rules; Or a student who 
questions written school rules or 
certain student behavior. The ad- 
ministration may refer cases to 
the court. However, casesofclass- 
room discipline will only be heard 
if there is mutual consent of both 
parties. 

Cases not heard, except under 
unusual circumstances are: one 
person’s word vs another’s, and 
students late or cutting classes.

their’ judgment on how a school 
system should be run.”’ 

Many administrators have left 
the profession for private industry 
or university positions due to the 
pressures being brought to bear, 
Seifert states. 

He feels a community should 
provide an outline of what is de- 
sired in its public education sys- 
tem from an administrator. 

In Andover, such was the case, 
when he was appointed. 

The school board here provided 
a guideline for its incoming ad- 
ministrator pointing to the need 
for continued progress in a K-12 
system and facing financial pro- 
blems. 

‘‘These were helpful guidelines 
set up for me to accomplish. The 
committee didn’t tell me how to 
do the job, just what they wanted 
accomplished,’’ he states. 

He feels any community should 
provide such guidelines for its ad- 
ministrators. 

As for the tenure laws, Dr. Sei- 
fert notes that afew years ago such 
measures were necessary due to 
abuses and arbitrarily removing 
a person from a position. 

But today with professional as- 
sociations and legal rights now 
available to administrators, the 
superintendent feels that with the 
establishment of goals by a com- 
munity and its school committee, 
contracts can be drawn and a man 
evaluated on performance. 

Seifert emphasizes that he will 
not sacrifice what he feels a com- 
munity needs in education, nor 
should a professional educator. 
All should have goals and inform 
the community of the direction 
the schools are taking and asking 
if the people want this. 

Dr. Seifert would seem to be in 
a better position than many in his 
field. There is little doubt he will

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Beacon Hill Observations 
Shield Law Again Under 


Scrutiny Of 


Legislature

For the second time in as many 
years, the Legislature is mulling 
the question of whether Massachu- 
setts should be the 16th state to 
give newsmen ‘‘shield law’ 
protection of confidential sources, 

Lawmakers here, who have been 
asked to let journalists throw the 
same cloak of secrecy over their 
professional dealings as doctors, 
lawyers and clergymen, are in high 
company. The U.S. Supreme Court 
is weighing the case of a New 
York Times reporter who refused 
to obey a Grand Jury subpeona 
on the grounds that to betray his 
sources would undercut the First 
Amendment’s freedom of press 
guarantees, 

Packers of a Massachusetts 
shield law, who are headed by 
Senator John Quinlan and New 
England PressAssociation general 
manager George Speers, feel that 
making newsmen tell grand 
juries all they know tends to dry 
up news sources and thus diminish 
what the public learns, 

A just-released, 17-month 
survey by a University of Michigan 
law professor concludes that the 
average newspaper reporter gets 
23 percent of his stories from 
confidential sources while news 
magazine staffers gain 33 percent 
of their material in confidence. 
The report states that the pos- 
sibility of having to disclose 
confidential information hurts 
newsmen in one case out of three. 

Mr. Speers favors a bill which 
would let newsmen protect their 
sources except when a Superior 
Court judge deems that disclosing 
this information is necessary to 
‘permit criminal prosecution 
for a specific felony or to prevent 
a threat to human life.”’ 


The bill is modeled on New York 
State legislation. But it avoids 
an aspect of that statute which 
has come under recent attack: 
the distinction it makes between 
newspaper reporters and broad- 
casters. Because the first group 
is protected and the second group 
is not, a New York City radio 
station manager was jailed for 
contempt of court last month for 
refusing to turn over tapes of a 
prison riot. 

Last year, the shield law was 
defeated by a 116-112 House vote

And its opponents are still con- 
vinced that First Amendment 
guarantees of freedom ofthe press 
give newsmen all the protection 
they need. 


Rep. Cornelius F. Kiernan, 
chairman of the Judiciary Commit- 
tee which continues to cast a cold 
eye on the shield law after hold- 
ing hearings on the proposal last 
month, maintains that ‘‘people 
have the right to know the original 
source of information.’’ 

He and other shield law foes 
are leery of letting newsmen claim 
the kind of status now reserved for 
‘lergymen and lawyers. 


“This is an area of privilege 
that shouldn’t be expanded,’’ Rep. 
Kiernan states, and he sees no 
current danger to a free press. 

Shield law advocates, however, 
still argue that the heart of free- 
dom of the press is freedom to 
gather news. And the very fact 
that Massachusetts newsmen may 
be ordered to disclose their 
sources of information, they be- 
lieve, significantly reduces their 
chances of getting that information 
to the public.

Drainage 


It would appear fortunate that the voters have approved 
$100,000 to correct drainage problems in the town. 

The full amount requested was approved Monday night 
at town meeting. The selectmen, until a recent storm, were 
thinking of agreeing to a reduced amount again this year. 

But, sudden storms and ensuing problems of flooded 
areas throughout the town, brought clearly into focus the 
need for considerable attention to drainage difficulties 
throughout the town. 


The amount to be expended this year is but a drop in the 
bucket, so to speak, toward relieving the overall problem in 


the town. 


While much will be accomplished with the funds, there 
is considerable work still to be done to adequately provide 
a positive cure to the matter of drainage. : 

It becomes apparent this time of year, due to weather and 
seasonal conditions.

The work schedule will require blending of new problem 
areas with those of the old. 

It is the new problems which are most disturbing and in 
need of official attention, which they will apparently be 
getting.

More stringent regulation of road and drainage installa- 
tions must be required if the town is to be relieved of the 
future burden of solving drainage problems. 

The planning board has attempted, over the years, to 
adhere to strict conformance to regulations in approving 
new development. 

Posting of bonds has been required. 

Later years have proven that the initial work was not suf- 
ficient in some areas. 

Thus, some additional measures must be taken, no doubt 
in the area of better engineering examination of proposed 
new construction. 

Two selectmen in particular, are anxious to see the town 
protected in this area in the future, Milton Greenberg and 
Allan F. French. 

With their continued sincere interest, as portrayed in 
recent meetings concerning the problem of drainage and 
road repairs, Andover can be assured positive action taken 
now can alleviate costly remedies in the future.

meetings to develop an Andover 
Kindergarten Program which will 
be consistent throughout the ele- 
mentary schools. I believe we are 
most fortunate in having people who 


Will take the added responsibility 


of developing a system-wide pre- 
kindergarten program. 

In the process of developing the 
program, we will need to examine 
the role of the kindergarten in a 
public school system. 

The kindergarten is not ayear to 
get ready for the first grade. It is 
a year for developing those social 
and emotional attitudes necessary 
in all areas of life. 

Kindergarten is not seeing how 
early a child can be placed at a 
desk to work in a workbook. There 
is speculation that ‘‘forced readi- 
ness” is one of the causes of 
learning disabilities. We may be 
able to place a man on the moon, 
but if a five or six year old isn’t 
ready to read, you cannot force 
him to do so. 

Kindergarten is strengthening 
big muscles and developing the 
fine muscles of the eyes and hands 
so very necessary in writing, read- 
ing, and facilitating a variety of 
functions throughout life. 

Kindergarten is learning to leave 
one’s mother each day to discover 
that there are other adults who 
care about how a child grows. 

Early childhood education is one 
of the most exciting and signifi- 
cant areas in education today. We, 
in Andover, have just begun to 
concentrate onthis, Withconcerted 
effort of school and home we feel 
confident we can offer the best 
possible ‘‘life start.’’

HOME-OFFICE DEDUCTION 


If you use one room of your 
home as an office, make sure 
that you are taking advantage of 
the tax break that is entitled 
to you. How much of your home 
office expenses can be takenoff 
as a business expense depends 
on the size of the room inrela- 
tion to the rest of the house and 
how much time the room is 
used for business purposes. 


For example, if the house 
has 1,600 square feet of space 
and the office measures 10 x16 
feet or 160 square feet, you are 
allowed 10 percent of the total 
running costs of the house’s 
light, heat, repairs, painting 
and other maintenance, 
depreciation, taxes and so on. 


That assumes that the room 
is set aside completely for an 
office. If the family uses it 
half the time, you would have to 
reduce the deduction pro- 
portionately. Of course, inorder 


to qualify for any deduction, the 
office must be a real aidto your 
work and not merely a 
convenience.

The Tuba belongs to a group 
of instruments equaling in number 
and variety the horn, clarinet or 
oboe families. The bass tubas 
in F, BB-flat, E-flat, or C are 
the most commonly used. 

Nowadays the tuba most often 
has four valves (but there are also 
those with three to six valves). 
All are conieal inbore, ending with 
a large bell. Although these tubas 
may be acoustically built in the 
keys of F, E-flat, C, B-flat or 
BB-flat, the parts for all of them 
are written as though they were 
non-transposing instruments in C. 
The tuba fulfills the same function 
in the brass section as the double- 
bass in the strings, or the contra- 
bassoon in the wood-winds, for it 
supplies the rock-bottom harmonic 
foundation. Usually one is suf- 
ficient for the orchestra, but a 
‘‘band” may use four to eight. 
It is not frequently used as a solo 
instrument except to depict a sin- 
ister mood or character. 

There is also a whole family 
of seven (hybrid) saxhorns, in- 
vented about 1845 by Adolphi Sax; 
and such familiar brass band in- 
struments as the Mellophone also 
in E-flat, the euphonium, or bari- 
tone in B-flat, and the helicon and 
sousaphone bass tubas in E-flat, 
or BB-flat; the last two wind 
themselves around. the left 
shoulder, waist, and chest of the 
player. The sousaphone, named 
after the famous bandmaster, has 
its huge, highly polished and widely 
flared bell facing the front. The 
range of the sousaphone and helicon 
are the same as that of the BB- 
flat tuba (from D-3 to F’). In 
the summer of 1955, there was a 
premiere performance of a double- 
tubed ‘‘tuba built for two” in- 
vented by William Bell of the New 
York Philharmonic. It is played 
by the two performers Vis-a-Vis. 

This is an opportune time for 
hearing the tone qualities of the 
instruments ina symphony orches- 
tra. Listen to ‘‘Peter and the 
Wolf?’ by Prokofieff and ‘‘Young 
person’s Guide’’ to the orchestra 
by Britten.

If abnormal vibration is your 
car complaint, chances are that 
the chassis, rather than the en- 
gine, fan, generator, or water 
pump, is to blame. You can 
check this, of course, by running 
the engine at various speeds 
while the car is parked in 
neutral. If no vibrationoccurs, 
the troublemaker isn’t under the 
hood. 

There are too many chances 

of chassis vibration to list here, 
but one of the most common is 
out-of-balance wheels. ‘This 
doesn’t necessarily mean the 
wheels themselves, however.

Bernice Warshaw finally has 
been allowed to retire from the 
ree Church Cooperative Nursery 
School, which she began as 
teacher-director when she brought 
the cooperative nursery school 
concept to Andover in 1958. 

Mrs. Thayer Warshaw, 45Clark 
Road, was honored Sunday by 
approximately 100 old and new 
nursery school parents inthe base- 
ment room where the Free Church 
has sponsored non-sectarian com- 
munity cooperative nursery school 
education for 14 years. 

Here Bernice taught each mother 
the skills and observations of 
‘*mother-helping’’ - - as an as- 
sistant teacher with the chance to 
see her own child interacting in 
the new and larger framework of 
a group of other 4 year olds, in- 
stead of in his own familiar family 
niche. 

The fathers have been ‘‘coopera- 
tive’ too, through carpentry and 
painting sessions that keep the 
equipment up to date and in good 
repair. 

These were all parents who had

The tribute to Bernice, symbol- 

ized by the gift of a giant (now 
out-of-print) volume of paintings 
‘by Andrew Wyeth, honors a per- 
sonality who has been a commu- 
nity and cultural force inAndover. 
It honors one who championed and 
brought to this community educa- 
tional concepts which now are taken 
for granted in pre-school educa- 
tion and beyond. 
' Bernice lists these as the con-

to fortitude and a special kind of 
professional loyalty. 

After more than 10 years of 
teaching, except for a sabbatical 
year in England, Bernice’s teach- 
ing was painfully interrupted by a 
bone-crushing automobile accident 
which leaves her still with a cane, 
and a close association with pain, 
three years later. 

Yt the next fall, she returned 
for a few weeks to help the new 
teacher, a gifted assistant whom 
she had enthusiastically recom- 
mended, to settle in. Tragedy also 
settled in, as Teacher Pat Cunning- 
ham became ill and died of cancer 
by Christmas. Bernice’s few weeks 
became months. She remained to 
help teacher Dee Johnson, who 
took over for the rest of the year. 

Bernice returned again this past 
fall to help the Free Church Coop 
Nursery School’s present 
Teacher-Director, Priscilla See- 
bald settle in. Now at last, says 
Mrs. John Appleton, a key nursery 
school parent and chief organizer 
of Sunday’s reception, Bernice is 
finally permitted to retire witha 
special debt of gratitude from the 
parents. 

What led Bernice to the point of 
beginning a nursery school in An- 
dover? 

A midwestern product, she grad- 
uated from Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, certified in elementary 
school teaching. She says she was 
very deeply influenced by her first 
years of teaching ina situation that 
was a paradox. It was a small 
unmodern public school in a quite 
small, quite poor town in northern
